Good men know this and are not wil- 
lingto be butchered alive, even to save 
their country. 
And then tbe scramble 


they must have with an unscrupulous 
class 
of office-seekers 
is exceedingly 


disgusting 
to a man of purity and re- 


finement. 
All these 
things are true, 


but if they 
could 
be multiplied a 


dozen times, they would not be a suffi- 
cient excuse for true patriots 
to stand 


by and see their country ruined.

toward

California 
by the press 
of 


the middle portion of the State.

an unjust, 
uncalled 
for and

ranted feeling, engendered

the State possessing 
attractions equal 


in number aud full> as substantial 
in 


character as that around San Francisco 
Bay. 
It is a feeling as unworthy of 


those entertaining it as it is injurious 
to 
those 
against 
whom it is enter- 


tained. 
Southern 
California 
offers 


many inducements to the farmer, fruit 
grower, stock raiserand manufacturer. 
There are many broad 
and 
beautiful 


valleys with a soil rich and exhaust- 
less. 
The climate is the most delight- 


ful ofany portion of the State, the sea- 
sons are favorable to all kinds of hus- 
bandry, 
and 
those 
valleys 
near 
the 


seashore 
are less liable todamage from 


drouth than more 
Northern portions 


of the State. 
Thii season, 
which is 


one of more than ordinary 
dryness, 


the average crop of Los Angeles valley 
will exceed 
by from twenty-five to 


fiftyper cent, that ofthe San Joaquin or 
Sacramento 
valleys. 
People who have 


travelled all over the State 
from one 


end to the other, offer voluntary test!- 
mony of the correctness 
of this state- 


ment. 
We shall soon 
have a railroad 


which will enable 
the immigrant and 


tourist to reach 
Southern 
California 


by direct route in place of being 
com- 


pelled 
to pursue 
the circuitous 
oue 


now traveled. 
It is worth while to 


examine the two routes 
for tbe first 


impressions 
received 
by travelers 
as 


they approach 
the end of their jour- 


ney.

Canon into Santa Clara valley, where 
for the first time the traveler 
sees

sontinuous expanse of good land. Now 
suppose 
the 
immigrant

at 
Ogden, 


comes down over the Utah 
Southern 


and on to Los Angeles by the road we 
shall soon build. 
He passes 
through 


a region rich in gold aud silver mines 
and broad coal beds, and the moment 
he 
leaves 
the 
mountains 
euters 
a 


beautiful 
valley, dotted with houses, 


farms 
and vineyards. 
As 
he nears 


this city he finds the road lined on ei- 
ther side with 
groves 
of the orange, 


the lemon 
and 
the lime, yellow with 


fruit or tilling the air with the fra- 
grance of their bloom. 
Are not his 


impression! more favorable, and is he 
not better pleased with what he sees 
around 
him, and with the country in 


which he finds himself, than

If tbe man is looking for a 


fine climate, rich soil, and the certain 
signs of successful busbaudfy, he must 
be.

?if they can.

Dotter & Bradley's furniture store 
a moment before tbe alarm was given.

work of an organized 
band, 
and 
to 


warn our citizens to be on their guard. 
Ifthe police are vigilaut we shall soon 
know who is tiring the city. 
We are 


no advocate of violence or lynch law, 
but ifa man is shot in the act of tiring 
a building and we are on the jury that 
tries his slayer, we shall favor a ver- 
dict of not guilty. 
Some years 
ago 


the city of Stockton 
was 
threatened 


with 
destruction 
by the 
incendiary 


torch, but after a great deal of prop- 
erty had 
been 
burned 
every citizen 


constituted 
himself 
a policeman with 


power to shoot at and hit house-burn- 
ers. 
After this step was taken confla-

establishment, 
was filled 


was wrapped in flames aud left a heap 
ofashes and charred timber. 
Unfor- 


tunately the firm had justreceived 
on 


Thursday 
a bill of 
new 
furniture 


amounting to $4,000, 
and only a port 


of this was 
saved, 
much damaged. 


Tlie total loss is estimated 
at $22,000, 


with an insurance 
as follows: 
Liver- 


pool and London 
and Globe, 
§6,000; 


Hartford Fire, $4,000; North America, 
$4,000. 


Besides 
this 
loss, Dr. French, who 


occupied an office in the second story, 
had his furniture 
damaged 
badly by 


smoke and water. 


Mrs. Bilderdeek, an employe of Dot-
